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FLAG ETIQ U ETTE 
With a parade scheduled for this evening and other 
events of a patriotic nature on the calendar during the 
coming months, right now would be a good time for 
every reader to brush up a little so th a t they m ay be 
better informed on details i elative to flag etiquette. 
It is the duty of every citizen, regardless of his 
station in life. to know the correct method of showing 
his respect to Old Glory. 
In this particular instance, we might add a word, 
th a t allowing a flag to hang out overnight does not 
come within the category of proper respect for the 
colors. 
Flag etiquette rules are: 


During the ceremony of hoisting or lowering the flag or 
when tile flag is passing in a parade or in review’, *11 persons 
p esent should face the flag and stand a t attention. 
Men not in uniform should remove their headdress with 
their right hand and hold it to tho left shoulder, the hand being 
over the heart. 
Women should salute by placing right hand over 
heart. 
The salute to the flag in a moving column is rendered the 
moment the flag passes. 
Do not perm it disrespect be shown to the flag. 
Do not let tile flag touch the ground. 
Do not drape the flag over the hood, top. sides, or back of 
any vehicle 
When displayed from an automobile it should be 
from a staff firmly affixed. 
Do not display the flag on a float In s parade except from a 
staff. 
Do not use the flag as a covering for a ceiling 
Do not carry the flag flat or horizontally but always aloft 
and free. 
Do not use the flag for any purp^*** larking in dignity and 
respect. 


These are genera] rules covering use of. and respect 
to the American flag. 
It is noted that in some instances the flag is being 
displayed regularly at homes where there are sons in 
the service.
